our hearts are grieved at these things, not | 
merely to reflect that human intellect 
should be so degraded as to substitute 
these things for the worship of the great 
God, but to find that they are put in the | 
place of our Redeemer, and that by them 
the conscience is deadened, and every 
avenue to the heart locked up. 

Port-au-Prince can never be a favorable 
situation for health. The regular trade | 
winds from N. E. which refvesh the other | 
islands, are interrupted by a long range of | 
land and high mountains, and when the 
wind is from the east it sweeps the plain, 
and is considered very unhealthy. All the 
sea-breeze we have is a kind of re-action 
against the trade wind. The situation of 
the town, also, being near mountains, cau- 
ses the rays of the sun to beat fiercely up- 
on it, and much of the grounds on which it 
stands is swampy. 

Though our congregation fills the house 
in an evening, on Sunday morning and al- 
ternoon we have not been able to raise a 
congregation. The three last Sundays I 
have preached at one o’clock in English. 
There are very few whites in this place.

Letter from Mr.. Dr Purron to the Com- 
mittee, dated Montreal, Nov. 1816. 
Fatners in THE Lorp,—Fourteen 

months have now elapsed since I left your 
highly favored shores, to preach the gos- 
pel'on this continent. As our passage across 
the Atlantic was long and very rough, I 
could not. reach Quebec before last June. 
Fifteen days after my arrival there I was 
requested to come to this town, as brother 
Strong was going to Prince: Edward’s 
Island. I complied; and shortly after my 
arrival, found brother Bennett very low in- 
deed, having had a severe attack of the 
pleurisy, about ten days before, during 
which time his life had been despaired of. 
Frequent bleeding checked the disorder, 
ang, through the mercy of God he soon 
got better. As soon as he complained, a 
kind friend took him into her house, at- 
tended him by night and by day, did for 
him all that could be done, and gave him 
all he could desire. May the Father of 
mercies reward her with grace in this 
world, and glory in the next ! 

I have now preached in French here for 
four months : many have heard the words 
of life ; but it may be painfully inquired, 
Whe hath believed the report? The igoo- 
rance, bigotry, and prejudice of the Cana- 
dians are far too great for me to describe. 
Born and brought "p in darkness, they 
love and eherish it. The great doctrines

God grant it may nev- 
er be our case. 

In times of danger, they have seldom 
recourse to the Saviour of men. The Vir- 
gin Mary, Saints, Holy Water, &c. are 
their saviours. When thunder shakes our 
coasts, the holy water is recurred to, and 
sprinkled on the people, furniture, &e.

You may now, Rev. Fathers, form some 
idea of the present state of the Canadians ; 
and with us, you, no doubt, conclude, that 
itis awful indeed. Yet, blessed be God, 
we are not without hope. Though dark- 
ness cover the land, we have a few cheering 
rays of light, and though the priests use 
all their influence to prevent their people 
from attending on the preaching of the 
gospel, yet some despise their anathamas, 
and come under the sound of the sacred 
word of life. I have spoken to 40, 50, and 
sometimes to 100 of them, many of whom 
were very attentive, having never heard 
our doctrines before. 

Many have bought Testaments, and read 
them through with great avidity. This 
leads us to hope that God will soon com- 
mence a glorious work, which will never 
terminate until the universal cry is heard, 
“ Babylon ! Babylon the great is fallen !””

Report of the Prudential Committe, 
of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions.

O v« of vur namber, a greatly beloved and 

‘re*tred associate, rests from his labors, and 
is gone to receive his reward. His life 
wes a shining light of increasing efful- 
gence ; his death was the setting of an au- 
tumnal sun withouta cloud. This is not 
the place for ample eulogy. It is due, 
however, to the memory of the illustrious 
dead, and especially to the honor of the 
Ficrnal Spirit,here thankfully to record,that 
the lamented Dr. Dwienr, was an ardent 
friend and a strong supporter of missions. 
By his distinguished instrumentality in en- 
listing under the banner cf the cross many 
young men, destined for public action; by 
his enlightened views and divine senti- 
ments, impressed on many more; by his 
extended and powerful general influence ; 
and by his counscls and exertionsin direct 
connexion with this Board, he probably 
did not less than any one of bis survivers in 
this country has done, towards the advance- 
ment of this holy cause. And if he now 
resis with the aposties of the Savior, of all 
his works on earth it delights him chiefly 
tu remember, that he was disposed and en- 
abled to do something for a cause so benc- 
ficent asd glorious ;—so dear to saints and 
angels ‘in heaven, and to Him, whose im- 
measurable love to it is the continually 
opening theme of their most joyous and 
exalted praises. Is our late associate now 
an associate with the innummerable compa- 
ny before the throne of God and the Lamb? 
‘The thought will impart a sacred elevation 
to our views, anda celestial animation to 
our work. If we be faithful, we- too shall 
rest in due time; and we too shall enter 
inte the yoy of our Lord.

Ovr mission at Bomboy claims our first 
attention. By our last Report the history of 
tiis mission was brought down to the close 
of Nov. 1815. It is now to be continued 
to the 20th of last May, within four months 
of the present time. 

The period, thus defined, affords many 
reasons for gratulation and thankfulness, 
as a period of tranquillity. and prosperity. 
Not only have the Brethren Hall & Newell 
been quieted in their stdtion,but the Missios 
has received accessions of strength, and of 
means for extending its operations. 

“ This day,” say the brethren, in ther 
Journal, Nov. 1, 1816 ;—* This day has 
licen made joyful to us by the arrival of 
our lofig expected BrotherBardweil,his wife 
‘and child. ‘They arrived safe, after a 
voyage of twenty seven days from Colum- 
bo. it was a joyful meetivg to us all ; 
and we heartily anted in thanksgiving and 
praise to that all-directing Providence, that 
hus so mercifully preserved and guided us 
in all our ways, and crowned us with good- 
ness and loving kindness. Now our wait- 
ing eyes are unto the Lord, that he would 
grant our brother a quiet settlement here ; 
that thus our hands may be strengthened, 
and our hearss encouraged.” The Lord 
was gracious to their desires. Mr. Bard- 
weil, accompanied with the other brethren, 
was soon presented, with a letter of intro- 
duction from Governor Brownrigg of Cey- 
lon, to the Governor of Bombay. His Ex- 
cellency received them, they say “ with his 
accustomed kindness, and expressed to 
Mr. Bardwell, bis readiness to shew them 
any favor.” Accordingly Mr. Bardwell 
took up ‘his residence in connexion with 
the Mission, and entered upon its labors 
with alacrity, and without apprehension of 
difficulty as to his remaining there. 

In a few weeks afterwards, Mr. Hall was 
married to av English lady, who had resid- 
cd in the country so long as to have acquir- 
cd a knowledge of the Hindoostanee, one 
of the principal languages spoken at Bom- 
bay, and who is considered by the brethren 
as no small acquisition to the Mission. 

Referring to these accessions, the Breth- 
rev say, “ Phe mission family at Bombay 
is now very different from what it was, 
-when the Brethren Hall and Newell were 
laboring in comparative solitude, uncertain 
whether any more would ever be added toa 
their number, Our prospects are pleas- 
ing. We have great encouragement to 
go forward with increasing zeal, putting 
our trust for the time to come in the same 
infinitely wise, kind, and gracious God,who 
bas hitherto guided and blessed us.” 

in another communication, they say, 
“ Ayreeably to the recommendation of the 
Prudential Committee, we have revised 
the plan of polity which was forwarded to 
you in Dec. 1814, and have, with perfect 
unanimity, adopted the Rules and Regula- 
tions a copy of which is enclosed.” The 
Rules and Regulations thus adopted are 
in perfect agreement with the principles 
established by this Board ; and are in the 
opinion of your Committee very judicious. 

Thus happily circumstanced, the mis- 
sionaries appear to have applied themsel- 
ves with great assiduity to the several

Their ardent desire of being able to com- 
mence this business was communicated to 
the Board in the Report of the last year. 
This desire, totheir great joy, has been 
fulfilled. The printing press, for which 
this Board is indebted to the generosity of 
a gentleman in Boston, and which, with its 
appurtenances, was scent out to Calcutta, in 
December last, had not, of course, at our 
latest dates, been received at Bombay. 
But before they had intelligence,, that a 
press would be sent to them from this coun- 
try, they had made arrangements for pro- 
curing one from Calcutta;

exposition of the Scriptures, several Jews, 
have attended; it is gratifying to state 
here, that in ose of the Free Schools for 
heathen childwen, there had been some- 
times more thin twenty Jewish children ; 
and that there should be a schoo} principal- 
' ly for Jewish ¢hiidren, the brethren more 
than a year @o, considered as being, for 
several reasows, very desirable. “ The 
Jews themseles,” they then wrote, “have 
solicited it. They are very poor, and but | 
few of their children are at present taught 
to read andwrite. In such a school the 
boys could be taught without any scruple 
in the Scriptres of the Old Testament, | 
at least. A tumber of heathen boys would 
belong to theschoolk, who of course would 
be instructel free from idolatry, in ‘the 
- knowledge dthe true God. It would also | 
lead to suchan intercourse with the Jews, | 
as would be avorable to their instruction ip 
the knowlege of Christ.” Under these 
impressionsghey resolved on establishing 
such a schod,as soon as they could engage

From this brief survey of the schools, it 
appears that since the first of June, 1816, 
643 children have been received ipto the 
schools of these three Baptist Societies ; 
besides which a large number of colored 
children have been united in a school in the 
African Society, at West Boston, and up- 
wards ot tive hundred in schools of other 
denominations. 

It would be pleasing to give a detail of 


| the progress of each of these schools from 


the commencement, but we must be satis- | 
fiedgwith a survey of the six months that | 
have elapsed since the Union Committee | 
was instituted. Even of tl.is period we are | 


| permitted to give only’a general statement 


of the most prominent facts, ” 

Of the children belonging tothese schools, 
some have pious parents, who feel tenderly 
and anxiously for their welfare, but who 
are Unable with all their labor and economy 
to furnish them with food and decent cloth- 
ing, and pay the expense of their tuition at 
the same time. The children of such pa- 
rents may be essentially benefited by the 
instruction they receive in these schools. 

A portion of them are accustomed to at- 
tend either the public or private schools in 
town during the week, but would be suffer- 
ed to grow up with little or no religious in- 
struction, were they not admitted into the 
Sunday Schools; and it is presumed that | 
not one half of the whole number, would | 
regularly attend public worship, were they 
not conducted to the house of God by their 
teachers. 

But a large number of these children are 
such as receive but little or no instruction 
except what is imparted in these schools 

In many instances,howe ver, their parcnts 
are happy to see the exertions that are 
made in their behalf, and some of them 
have repeatedly expressed their gratitude 
for the benefits conferred on their families 
by these institutions. 

Of the improvement of the children,there. 
are many pleasing testimonies. It is diffi- 
cult todiscriminate,where there are so many 
that have merited public commendation. 

Nearly one half of them are now able to | 
read in the Bible ; some with more, and | 
some withless accuracy and readiness; and | 
of these, many were unable to read except | 
in spellings, when they entered the schools. | 


About 150 of these children of fram 6to 15 -

days. Some have advanced from the al-

Sabbath, June 9,1816. Attended church. } 


Two natives, who had been priests of 
Buodh, were baptized. One of them was 
by far the most learned and influential cha- 
racter among those of the Boodhist reli- 
gion. He visited the Burman empire on 
official business ; was highly honored by 
the king and priests of that country ; and 
enjoyed superior advantages for impreve- 
ment. Soon after his return, the informa- 
tim he had acquired appeared to be the 
means of leading him toa successful ex- 
amination of the Christian religion. He 
is now qualifying himself to preach the 
Gospel. It is believed, that his conversion 
will have extensive influence upon the pro- 
fessors of the Boodhist religion. 

11. One of the brethren, by invitation, 
visited Sir Alexander Johnstone. Sir A. 
conversed very freely ov the state of things 
at Jaffna in a missionary point of view ; 
stated what steps he had taken, and what 
he thought necessary to be done to civilize 
the peopje. In his view they should be 
Christianized,& have some civil privileges. 
Of the 60 millions of native British subjects 
in India, the inhabitants of this island are 
the only people who enjoy the right of trial 
by jury. This right was secured to them 
through the instrumentality of Sir A. He 
is preparing for us a large map of the dis- 
trict of Jaffna, on an improved plan, wifith 
must be very useful if we settle at Jaffna. 
He made inquiries concerning the Pru- 
dential Committe and gave encouragement 
that he should address a letter to them on 
the state of things at Jaffna. 

12. A Boodhist priest called on us ; says 
he would throw off his robes if he could get 
rice. These priests frequently visit the 
missionaries. 

14. This morning we received a very 
favorable answer from government to our 
petition. This well corresponds with the 
series of blessings which we have experi- 
enced, in the prosecution of our important 
undertaking. For this will we thank God 
and take courage. Ata special meeting, 
resolved, that Messrs. Warren, Richards, 
Meigs, and Poor establish themselves in 
the Jafina district, as soon as it is practica- 
bie, two at Tillipally and two at Batticotta 
These places are eight or ten miles from 
each other, and about the same distance 
from Jaffuapatam. Appointed a committec 
to ascertain hew soon we can go to Jaffna 
by water, and whether it is expedient to 
open a school for females. 

15. We learn that one Baptist and four 
Methodist missionaries have arrived at 
Galle. The former is to join brotherChater. 

17. This morning the missionaries of 
different denominations in Columbo,tweive 
in number, took breakfast at brother Cha. 
ter’s. We resolved to meet once a fort- 
night at each other’s houses ; have a short 
and appropriate address, and free convcr- 
sation on missionary subjects. 

At our meeting for business, we divided 
our number with reference to the two sta- 
tions at Jaffna; brotherRichards and Mcigs 
at one, Warren and Poor at the other. In 
the evening took tea at Sir Alexander’s.— 
He very politely presented us with several 
literary curiosities, which we hope to send 
to America. Have ascertained that we 
cannot go to Jaffna safely by water short of © 
two or three months. 

18. We have been refreshed by receiv- 
ing leuets from America by the Fawn, 
which has recently arrived at Bombay. As 
only the Tamul or Malabar language is 
spoken at Tillipally and Batticotta, we have 
dismissed our Portuguese instructor. 

22. Resolved, that brother Warren go 
on to Jaffua by land as soon as be can pre- 
pare. We think that much may be done 
by him to facilitate our settlement at Jaffna 
and Batticotta. 

24. Yesterday received a letter from 
brother Newell, in which he very strongly 
urges, that a part of our number should go 
to Travancore, if possible. We have at- 
tentively considered his suggestions, and 
are unanimously of the opinion,that,if we ¢s- 
tablish a mission at Jaffna, four missiona- 
ries at feast are wanted.

Richard Reynolds the celebrated Phianthro- 
pist, Was a Member of the Society of Friends, and 
resided in Colebrockdale. He wa’ largely con- 
cerned in the iron works there established, and 
amassed a princely furtune by his industry and | 
perseverance. | 
Providence in his worldly estate, he looked upon 
himself from that moment as merely the steward 
ofhis master. He made it the business of his 
life to search out and to relieve objects of charity, 
and was not satisfied in his ewn conscience, un- 
less the whole of his income, after deducting the 
very moderate expenses of his family, was expend- 
ed in ths way. After devoting his fortune to 
the service of benevolence, tre sull thought that 
his round of duty was incomplete ; he devoted 
his time likewise ; he deprived himsetf of sium-
